A GAY  and  showy  plant  admirably 
adapted  for  border  planting,  either 
as  a specimen  or  in  masses. 
Growth  is  very  vigorous  but  only  at- 
taining a height  two  to  three  feet,  so 
that  it  fits  in  the  foreground  of  taller 
growing  shrubs,  or  is  ideal  where  a low 
growing  background  is  needed.  It  is  of 
very  free  and  graceful  habit,  producing 
long,  slender,  much  branched  stems, 
leafy  to  the  base.  It  is  marvelously 
free  flowering,  bearing  all  summer,  a 
profusion  of  waxy,  clear,  yellow  flowers 
like  roses.  The  foliage  is  very  orna- 
mental, deep  rich  green  of  heavy 
leathery  texture.
